Tho. recent’ debate in’ the -Housé of 
Lords marks a distinct stago in the pro: 
gross of the movement, for. birth control 
—a. stage ot: least o9 important na that 
reached, in the famous Bradiaugh and 
Besant judgment more than 50 years ago, 
writes Harold Cox in the London Sunday 
Times, The debate arose on & motion 
by Lord Buckmaster calling upon the 
Covemment to withdraw restrictions with 

revented birth control information from 
Boing give in maternity centres. In sup- 
port of his motion ho delivered a speech 
to the eloquence of which almost every 
subsequent speaker bore testimony. It 
was s speech in which the genoral caso 
for. birth control was stated with admir- 
able lucidity and with o depth of human 
feoling which obviously appealed to the 
House.

Lord Buckmastor's main argument Was 
that Varge numbers of the poorest women 
in tho country are compelled by the, con: 
ditions under which thoy live to produce 
children that they do not want. Unlike 
wealthier women, they aro unable to ob- 
tain reliable information ss to contracep- 
tive methods. If thoy atk for information 
at o maternity centre it is refused. <A 
woman may be in danger of losing her hife 
if sho bas another child; or her health 
may be. pormanently impaired, but no in- 
formation will be given to her as to how 
to avoid this danger. 

Tho result is that these poor women 
produce child after child that they do not 
want ond that nobody wants. Thoy may 
havo atarted life on a fairly, good plane, 
but the constant sccession of unwanted 
‘ables has brought down the family stan- 
dard till ao stage of poverty ‘is reached 
from which there inno hope of rising, Qn 
tho other hand, in the middle and uppor 
classes precautions are ‘re ularly taken 
against unwanted pregnancies, especially 
by the professional classes. Lord Buck- 
mastor quoted figures showing that the 
birth-rate among the “professional classes, 
mcluding clergymen of the Church of 
England, is lesa than half what it is among 
skillea Jabourers. 4 


ANCHBISHOP’§S PRONOUNCEMENT.. 


Tho official opposition to the motion 
was voiced by Lord Salisbury, who is 
obviously and frankly, opposed on roli- 
gious grounds to the practico of birth 
tontro!., Un tho other hand, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, who also opposed, 
Lord Buckmaster's motion, based his op- 
pogitiog solely on technical points with 
regard to the’ existin governmental re- 
strictions; ‘ho Archbishop’s argument was 
that sheso restrictions aro in reality much 
loss emphatic ‘than Lord Buckmaster bad 
imagined, ond that all that they meant 
(was that advice must be given by qualified 
‘Medica! officers and not by irresponsitte 
persons, On tho broad queation of bia 
control itself, tho Archbishop of Cantor, 
bury made a staterhent which happily 
completely separates the Church of Eng: 
land from the Church of Rome on this 
important national issue, After roferria| 
to the existenco in England ‘of birt 
control clinics established wholly by volin- 
tary agency and supported by voluntary 
subscription or bythe fees of the pati- 
ents, or by both,” the Archbishop went 
én to say: ‘' We make no, -kind of sugges- 
tioh that there should be any restriction 
ot interference with these birth control 
centres, which havo been established for 
those who desire to uso:them, anf arc 
supported by somo exceedingly thoughtful 
poople in this country.” 3 I 

This definite pronouncement may bo 
taken as meaning that so far us tho 
Church -of England is concerned tho prin- 
ciple of birth’ control has won ita victory.

The matter ia genorally thought of 
in England as if it were exclusively duc 
te the unwillingness of tho French to 
renr children, This is a mistake. It is 
not so much that the French wil! not 
have babies as that they {ct them dic 
when born. The birth-rato in Franco is 
18.7 per 1,000, 98 compared with 22.6 
in tho United Kingdom, but the death. 
rate ia 18.4 per 1,000 as against 13.9. In 
France 96 out of every 1,000 children 
dic bofore they are one year old; in, 
England only 60. This is chiefly duo to 
the ignorance, carolesaness, and lack, of 
hygiene of tho French peasantry. Jt is 
a practico among French working girls 
iu the towns to put their babies out to 
nurse with peasant women, in the coun- 
try. It has been estimated that 50 per
